The News that has been publifh’d at Pranckfort of 


a Batrle between the Turks and Rufhahs near Bender, 


js very much doubted ; and “tis now faid, that the 
Report was given out by the Bafhaw of Dalmatia, 


to encourage the Levies of Soldiers in that Province. 


The moft certagp Advices of the March of the Turks 


are, tht the Gragd Vizier’s Army began to pafs the 
Danube on the 28th ult. O. S. and that he has te- 


ceived Orders from Conftantinople to lic encamp’d 


under the Cannon of Bender, till the Grand Signior. 


fends him’ Word to pafs the Dnieper. Mean time a 
Courier arrived at Warfaw from Kamincck, has 
brought Advice that General Lafcy and the Count 
de Munich have joined their Troops, und were 
arrived on the Banks of that River with 77,000 Men. 

They write from Vienna, that they have Letters 
of the 15th ult. from Conftantinople, that chere’s 
arrived at Bollu (which is 30 Leagues from that 
Capital) a Minifter fent from the New Sophi of Perfia 
to the Grand Signior, with full Powers for concluding 
a Peace with the Porte, and that one of the chicf 
Palaces at Conftantinople is fitting up for his Re- 
ception. 

At Hanover there are circulated Copies of a Letter 
to his Britannick Majefly from the Grand Vizier, be- 
fore he left Conftantinople, in which he informs his 
Majefty, * That tho’ the Grand Signior has declar’d 

War againft Ruffia, yet he is difpofed to prevent 

the Effufion of Blood, in cafe that his Majefty and 

the States General of the United Provinces, whom 

he looks upon as his true and faithful Friends, will 

be pleated to employ their Mediation for putting an 
© End to the Differences between the Porte and Ruftia 
* on reafonable Terms. And the Grand Vizier adds, 
* That his Highnefs is very willing to refer the 
€ Decifion of his Grievances to the Two Mediatorial 
© Powers.” In purfuance of this Letter, his Britan- 
nick Majefty has fent Inftructions to Sir Everard 
Faulkener, his Ambaflador at Conftantinople, to 
interpofe his good Offices for this End, in concert 
with M. Kalkoen, Ambaflador of the States General. 

A certain Minifter who refides at Hamburgh has, 
‘tis faid, received Advice that the Grand Vizier’s 
Army was advanced within 5 or 6-Leagues of the 
Rufhans, under the Command of the Count de 
Munich ; fo that a Battle was foon expected. 

Prince William of Hefle Caffcl arrived Yeflerday 
Se‘nnightat the Hague, andnext Day was vifited by 
the Foreign Minifters and other Perfons of DiftinGtion ;

At the fame Time the Court of Rome is apprehenfive, 
that fome new Difficulty is ftarted to thwart its Ac- 
commodation with the t of Naples, becaufe the 
Neapolitan Exprefles that ufe to take that City in 
their Way to Spain, have again received Orders to 
alter their Route. 

According to Advices from the Coaft of Barbary, 
the Armies of the old and the new Dey of ‘Tunis are 
both in the Field, and the new Dey has ordered all 
the Chriftians in Tunis todepart the City oe :
